EDITOR’s CLOSET. 
“ Be just, and fear not.” 
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Tom Paine’s Patriotism. 


The following Petition has been presented to 
Congress, and referred to the committee of 
claims :— 


To the Hon. the Representatives of the U- 
nited States. 


The purport of this address is to state a 

claim { feel myself entitled to make on the 
U. S. leaving to theirrepresentatives in con- 
gress to decide on its worth and its merits. 
The case is as follows : 
- ‘Towards the latter end of the year 1780, 
the continental money had become so de- 
preciated, a paper dollar not being worth 
more than a cent, that it seemed next to 
an impossibility to continue the war. 

As the U. S. were then in alliance with 
France, it became necessary tomake France 
acquainted with our real situation. I there- 
fore drew up a letter to Count Vergennes, 
stating undisguisedly the true case, conelnd- 
ing with the request whether France could 
not cither asa subsidy ora loan, supply the 
U.S. with a million sterling, and continue 
that supply annually during the war. 

I shewed the letter to Mr. Marbois, secre- 
tary to the French minister. His remark 
upon it was, that a million sent out of the 
nation exhausted it more than ten millions 
spentin it. I thensheweditto Ralph Izard, 
member of congress from S. Carolina. He 
horrowed the letter of me, and said, * We 
will endeavor to do something about it in 
Congress.” 

Accordingly Congress appointed colonel 
John Laurens, then aid to gen Washington, 
‘to goto France and make representation 
of our situation, for the purpose of cbtain- 
ing assistance. Col. Laurens wishedto de- 
cline the mission, and that Congress would 
appoint colonel Hamilton, which Congress 
aid not choose to do. 

Col. Laurens then came to state the cose 
iO me. 


He said he was enough acquainted 
with the military dificulties of the ariny,y 
but that he was not enough acquainted with 
political affairs, nor with the resources of 
the coyntry: but, said he, if you will tae) 
with me, I will accept, which I agreed to 
do, and did so, z 

We sailed from Boston in the Alliance 


frigaic, capt. Barry, the beginning of Feb. 
‘81, and arrived at L’Orient, the beginnine 
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was SIx millions of livres as a present, and 
ten millions as a lozn borrowed in Hlell na 
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Brest in the French Resolution frigate, the 
ist June, and arrived at Boston the 25th ol 
Aug. bringing with us two millions and an 
half in silver, and convoying a ship and brig 
laden with cloathing and military stores. 
The money was transported in 16 0x teams 
to the national bank at Philadeiphia, which 
enabled the army to march to Yorktown to 
a'tack, in conjunction with the French ar- 
my under Rochambeau, the British army 
under Cornwallis. As I never had a cent 
for this service, 1 feel myself entitled, as 
the country is now in a state of prosperity, 
to state the case to congress. 

As to my political works, beginning with 
the pamphlet Common* Sense published the 
beginning of Jan. ’76, which awakened A- 
mericans to a declaration of independence, 
the president and vice president both know. 
As they were works dene from principle, I 
cannot dishonor that principle by asking a- 
ny reward forthem. The country has been 
benefitted by them, and I make myselt hap- 
py in the knowledge of it. Jt is however 
proper for me to add, that the mere inde- 
pendence of America were it to have been 
followed by a system of government model- 
led afier the corrupt system of the English 
government it would not have interested me 
with the unabated ardor it did. It was to 
bting forward end establish the representa- 
tive system of government as the work it- 
self will show, that was the leading princi- 
ple with me, in writing that work, and all 
my other works, during the progress of the 
revolution. And I followed the same prin- 
ciple in writing the Rights of Man in Eng- 
land. 

There is aresolve of the old congress 
while they sat at New-York, of a grant to 
me of three thousand dellars. The resolve 
is put in handsome language, but it has re- 
lation to a matter which it does not express. 
Eidridge Gerry was chairman of the com- 
mittee who brought inthe resolve. If con- 
gress should judge proper to refer this me- 
morial to a committee, I will inform that 
committee of the paiticuilars ef it. 

1 have also to state to congress, that the 
authority of the old congress was become 
so redticed towards the latter end of the war, 
as to be unable to hold the states together. 
Congress could do no more than recom- 
mend, of which the states took no notice; 
when they did, it was never uniformly. 

Aiter the failure of the five per cent. du- 
ty recommended by congress, to pay the 
interest of a loan to be borrowed in Holland, 
I wrote to Chancellor Livingston, then min- 
ister for foreign affairs, and Robert Morris 
minister of finance, and proposed a method 
for getting over the whole difficulty at once, 
which was by addipg a continental levisla- 
ture to congress, who should be empower- 
ec to make loans for the union, instead of 
recon vend ir the m. As the method pro-

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posed met with their full approbation, I 
held myself in reserve to take the subject 
up whenever a direct occasion occurred. 

In a conversation afterwards with gover- 
nor Clinton, of New York, it was adjudged 
that for the purpose of my going fully into 
the subject, it would be best that I received 
nothing from congress, but leave it to the 
states individually to make me what ac- 
knowledgemeut they pleased. 

The state of New York made me a pre- 
sent of a farm, which since my return to 
America, I have found it necessary to sell ; 
and the state of Pennsylvania voted me five 
hundred pounds their currency. But none 
of the states to the eastward of New-York, 
or tothe southward of Philadelphia, made 
me the least ackowledgement. They had 
received benefits from me, which they ac- 
cepted, and there the matter ended. THIS 
STORY WILL NOT TELL WELL IN 
HISTORY. Alithe civilized world knows 
I have been of great service to the United 
States, and have generously given/away ta- 
lents that would have made me a fortune. 

I muchoquestion whether an, instance is 
to be found in ancient or modern times, of 
aman who had ne personal interest in the 
cause he took up#that of Independence and 
the Representativé System of Government, 
and who sought. ngither. place nor.office af- 
ter it was established, that preserved the 
same undeviating’ principles as I have done 
for more than thirty years ; and thatin spite 
of difficulties, dangers and inconveniences, 
of which I have had my share.

A mercantile friend has obhigingly favored us 


with the following extract of a letter from the 


house of Daniel Crommelin and Sons, of Amster- 
dam. 
AmstTerpam, December 30, 1807. 

«¢ We bave to inform you that this morning we 
received official intelligence of a proclamation issu- 
ed by he French Emperor from Milan, respecting 
the navigation of ‘Neurrals—the following are the 
chief heads of this important stare paper: — 

«* Every vessel which has been visited by an Eng- 
lish ship, or which has submitted to make a voy- 
age to England, or has paid any duty to the Eng- 
lish government, 1s by this alone declared to have 
become denationalise, to have forfeited the rights 


vof her flag, and shall beconsidered as English prop- 


er'y. 

‘© All vessels which thus through the arbitrary 
measures of the English government have forfeit- 
ed the rights of their flag, and might come into 
our harbors or in those of our allies, or might fall 
into the hands of our ships of war or privateers, 
are declared good and lawful prize. 

‘Every vessel of whatever nation she may be, 
or of whatever descrip‘ion her cargo may be, which 
is cleared out in the harbors of Eogland, or in 
English colonies, or in places in possession of Eng- 
lish troops or steering her course to England, Eng- 
lish colonies, or to places in possession of-the Eng. 
lish troops, shall be considered good and lawful 
prize. 

The British Islands are declared in a state of 
blockade both by sea and land!!! 

The above decree is dated at Milan, the 17th 
December, 1807.—E. P. 

Extract of a letter of a late date from an American 
gentleman at Cadiz to his friend in Philadelphia. 

** The report of this day is that the emperor Na- 
peleon has demanded that the prince of Asturius 
shallespouse the niece of the empress Josephine, 
and that in case of his refusal, war will be declared 
by France against Spain. There is a large numer 
of French troops in Spain, and it is believed they 
ave orily waiting for a pretext to take possession of 
the government. The distress among the poor is 
beyond description, and every day growing worse.” 

The following proclamation was issued by the 


Prince Regent, on his embarking from Portuga! 
for the Brazils:—  - s : 


Having endeavored by every possible means to 


conserve a neutrality, which uctil the presen tine, 


my faithial and beloved subjects have en) ved, and 
notwithstanding my having drained my rc yal treass 
ury. and every ocher sacrifice to w hich Ihave sub 
Jecred my self. arriving 10 the excess of shutting te 
por sof my kingdom -o the subjects of my ancent 
aid fatidul aily the king of Great- Britain, thereby 
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exposmg the commercs of my subjects to toca! .aia, 
and suffering by this motive grear prejudice in he 
revenues of m) kingdom; } find tharim the ttert 
rior of my kingdom are marching troops of (he em- 
peror of the French,and king of Italy, to whom I 
had united myself om the continent, in the persua- 
sion of being no foriger disturbed ; and that the same 
are directing their marcn for this capual; and f 
wishing to avoid the horrible consequences which 
may ensue from a defence which would be more 
hurtful than beneficial, serving only to shed blood 
to the destruction of humanity, and probably to- ex- 
cite in a greater degree the dissention of troops who 
have come to this kingdom, with the declaradon 
and promise not tocommit the least hostiliry. Kaowe 
ing likewise that they are dirécied very particularly 
against my royal person; and that my faithful sub- 
jects will be less disturbed I absen'ing myseif from 
this kingdom. Ihave resolved for the benefit of my 
subjects, to pass with the queen, my lady and moth- 
er; and with all the royal family for the States of 
America, and establish myself in the ci'y of the 
river of January uncil a general peace. 

And consklering further how much it behoves te 
leave the governmen: of these kingdoms in that or- 
der which is essential for the good of them and of 
my subjects as 2 thing to whicb Iam so essentially 
obliged Having in this every consideration which 
in a similar case are present to me: If am pleased 
to appoint to govern in my absence and to rule these 
my kingdoms the Maquis of Abran‘es, my dearly 
beloved ccusin, Francisco da Cunhu de Menepzes,

They w ti be careful to defend the persons and 
property of my faithful subjects, choosing for the 
inilirary employments those whom they shall know 
deserving of them. 

They will endeavor as far as possible to preserve 
this kingdom in peace, and that the troops of the 
emperor af the French and king of lraly may be 
well quartered and provided with every thing ne- 
cessary during the tine they may stay in this kinge 
dom, avoid perpetrating all and whatsoever insult, 
and punishing it with rigour whenever it may hap- 
pets preserving always the god harmony which 
ought t» be practised, with the armies of those na- 
tions with whom we are uniced on the continent.

“ Having received an cfficial communication of 
certain orders of the British government, against 
maritime rights of neutrals, bearing date the 11th 
November, 1807. I transmit them to congress, as 
a further proof of the encreasing cangers cf cur 
Navigation and commerce which led to the provi- 
dent act of the present session laying an embargo 
on cur own vessels. TH: JEFFERSON. 


President’s Message-—Our readers will 
perceive, with new surprise, another reason 
for laying the Embargo. The partizans of 
Mr. Jefferson are making a great buzz in 
town this morning about his amazing saga- 
city in foreseeing every thing that is to take 
place for months previous, and advising 
measures accordingly. Observing towards 
him, however, as the Chief Magistrate, as 
much respect as possible, we cannet allow 
him the giftofdivination. Indeed, on look- 
at the Message again, we observe that he 
}, does not even pretend to it in the case be-

tothe Embargo, (tho’ Ladmit the sentence 
is so curtously constructed as to give that 
impression at first) but that it was “ the in- 
creasing dangers to.our navigation and com- 
merce which led to it,” and the-orders are 
(| only mentioned as a proof of those dangers.

' ago, that if they submitted to 
the French decree to the injury of the Eng- 
lish, the English would be compelled to re- 
taliate by issuing similar orders ; as they 
have now done. We did submit to the 
French end the consequences have follow- 
ed. If then an embargo was the step to be 
resorted to by us, why was it not taken as 
soon as the above intimation was given? 

But it may be said the administration 
were unwilling to distress us a moment be- 
fore it was necessary. The reply is, how- 
ever, unfortunate ; for why was it laid a 
whole month before it became at all neces. 
sary even asa *“ provident act” against these 
very orders? ‘They did not go into opera- 
tion against any of our vessels which clear- 
ed out before the 21st of January ; but the 
embargo stopped us on the 22d of Decem-_ 
ber. Had the embargo remained suspen- 
ded till the former day, it may be safely af- 
firmed, that, at least, twenty millions of 
produce would have been shipped off and 
sold, which is new rotting upon our hands; 
and to this may fairly be added nearly twen- 
ty millions more, as lost profits. 

Lut, at any rate, and to give the admin- 
istration every possible chance, if the em- 
bargo was only a “provident act” to save 
our vessels from falling into the hands of 
other powers, why not have permitted for- 
eign vessels to have come and taken off our 
produce for us; or at least what was on 
hand going hourly todestruction? Mr. Jef- 
ferson indeed savs in this Message, the 
embargo is laid “ on owr own vessels.” Has 
he then so scon forgot his own act ! 

We cannot conclude this hasty article, 
without pointing the attention of the people 
to this Message as another evidence oi 
Frencu Inriuence. Has the President 
ever sent a Message to Congress, compluin- 
ing of the Berlin Decree, of Nov. 1806, 
which caused these Orders and which 13s 
ten times as severe ; has he ever stigmatis- 
ed that as a violation of the “maritime rights 
of neutrals ?”? He has not. ‘What then ts 
the inference which every man must muke? 

To conclude: Take it as you will, this 
Embargo is the mest unwise, impolitic, sell 
destractive and unwarrantable measure 
that ever disgraced the most incapable, tim- 
id, time-serving, servile, corrupt adminis 
traiion in any civilized country. And such 
too will it be pronounced by THE PEOPLE, 
in spite of ali the tricks of meetings and 
legislatures to blind their eyes and stifle 
their voice.—Let its defenders be marked 
and remembered. —Ff. Post.
